Favail, AzoREs, November 25.—Alfter
gll, the human mather than the scesic or
other loterest in sny land holds mind and
heart glosest. And in these human activi-
fies, 1 sometimes think, the liviog, doing
snd environment of the lowly furnish troest
mesns for judgment of the relations of all
olasses; and ocertminly provide the most
Iasting impressions an earnest traveler may
rain.

OF the two divisions of the lowly in the
Asgores, the peasaniry are infinitely more
captivating than the lowly of the towas
The servitors and the beggars of the score or
more Agorean cities mre in appearance quite
tie sume as those the traveler will fivd in
Havana, Lishen, Barcelona nod all Mediter-
Tancan ports. Two delightfo] exceptions in
their fuvor exist. They are the most kind-
hearted and sunor-faced folk that live; and
the water-carriers, chiefly women and girls,
are so remarksbly picturesque s class that
they are really entitled, in poetry, romsoce
and art, t0 exiraordinary stiention snd dis-
tinetion. Among every mauner of eily
serving men and women thers is o ludicroos
chivalry in interchange of eivility such as I
have found among no other lowly people.
Their gravity and dignity io this regapd
are really wonderful. The cumulstive ad-
jectives applied to intensifving the formsl
expression of mutual regard and leading up
to those highest titles of respeet, Senhor and
Senhora, wever veach Jower plane than
“uost sdored,” “truest regarded,” “‘most
hoart thrillingly beloved,” or “excesdiug
and most illustrious. "

why wages of all manner of servaots in the
Azores do not excesd 18 cents per dsy.
Even the beggars speak to each other in just
such fanfaronde; wnd I never found
oune ‘here yef who, on my declining
to contribute after hin poetic appeal,
with = polite “Pardonl—in the name of
God!" s is the custom, did not follow to
bless, sud pile on his blessings, until my
cheeks ecrimsoned wjth shame at the uo-
earned benedictions showered upon me. In-
deed it is dificult to convey by pen any just
conception of the apparent uiter absence of
ressniment, the complete self-abnegation,
sud the ever-present, never-varying sunsni-
pes=s of h=art and act, in these lowly ones of
bome and street. 1t is found in all, and the
minutest, instances. Come suddeniy upona
half-naked child playiog upon the P
stones of some grimy entrada, or tossing the
glittering brown lava sand back inte the
sparkling plume of the incoming surl, below
the qusys, und it will look up into yourown
with & 1sce besming with positive radiance.
Distrust and all #ts train of hatefulness
have po plave in their composition. They

ossess nothing; sequire nothing; hsveburn-
yug smbitions for nothing, A bit of meal-
brend washed down with water is a repast.
Add to the bresd s bit of fish or 4 few
swallews of wine, and it is & feast. The
stinging scourge of necessity fur providence
with which the rigors el winter whip and
lash vurown r is incomprehensible bere
At their backs are mountains and valleys
green to the sun and sky the whole year
through, and never failing in their rich
yield of fruitand grains. At their feet is
the sea alive with luseions food free for the
taking. None ever beoome rich. None
ever arrive at our own most modes? ides of
eompeteney. Nope know howtoeven think
how riches can be desirable. It may scem
strange fo you and me. -

GREAT BELIEVERS IN PATIENCE.

Crime
surely larks under leanness nod vigor, And
good Citiven Train with his deoleful proph-
ecy that “Fat is Death!"” could swaken no
response to his hygienic shibboleth save one
of placid suspicion in the Asores.

But the iountaios snd vallevs of these
isisnds give home to s folk possessing all
tire winsome snoniness of the lowly of the
towns withoul a tithe of their apathy and
sluggishoess. Yom may read all the pas-
torsl poems ever written, from the idylsof
Theoeritus io the “La Neocia” of Lorenso,
aed vou can gather no more enloriul pioture
of pastorai lives in eodless cobtent and
ypesceiulness then your eyes mav behold in
an hour's vide or walk in any one of these
wverdure-clad Western Isles, Rest is in the
sun and sky, the earth snd gir, the home
and Seld, in nll men and ull natare. 1 do
not mean that mo labor is perormed. But
all labor done has in it the seeming of mere
dallinnes with toil. The senses are not sur-
ferted with odor, luxuriance, and the slmost
intoxieating profligacy of nature as in the
tropics. Everyasctive exertion of human lite
dees not betray, as there, the superlative in-
doience painfully effortiel io the bare proe-
ess of existence, Dut a restfulness pervades
these ses-kissed lnnds which reveals elation
instend of soddenness; jovonsness ipstead of
sensuonsvess; pesce rather than passion and

WHO COUTLDE'T EXJOY 80 LITTLE TOIL?

There is a carel hall-joyous abanden
upon the surface of all Asoresn peasant toil
which sdds greatly to its picturesqueness.
Join with this, quaininess in dress, primi-
tiveness of implements, that grace which
unvarvingly scoompanies innocent igno-
rance, and the uviversal loveliness of
scenery, and your ral pictures are most
idyllic and complete. Grouad is tilled with

oxen, tandem, in rush traces drawing &
plow of the sort first known to man—the
tree-orook or sharpened root. Now and then
vou will find one rodely poiuted with iron.
One short farrow is seratched amid tre-
mendous shoutings, Then the hali-dozen
whb have clung to the hundles, rode upon
the beam, or goaded the oxen, rest by the
flower-laden hedge or division wall to enjoy
siesta or the delights of country gassip with
passing goatherds or muleteers,

All American cereals grow here in laxu-
rianece for & mere pricking of the soil. ® The
swall grains are thered, & handful at
s time, cat by the olsa sickle, and gleaners
follow as in the Bible days. Corn is eut, or
pulled, the blades preserved for fodder, the
stalks munched by gouts or donkeys, or
used for fires, the ears strung er and

Jrung upon pyrumidal Iattice-work for our-
ing, and, finally, the kernels removed trom
thecobs by tte cottiers and children who re-
ceive the cob, for burning, in payment—a
score of merry lers being pl.equlrod to
nouse the prodact of one acreof ground, snd
every oue of these working, or making pre-
tense of work, in that need noth-
ing way that marks all toil cffort bere.
Wheat and barley are threshed precisely as
they were 3,000 years sgo. At road-
side, round, high piles of m(m lava
beaten and rain soaked until as

muy be seen, These, called eirss, are the |

Asorean threshing-floors.
BLINDFOLDED OXEN T0 THRESH.

The grain is piled upon them aand cows
and oxen, blindiolded, are driven around
these in opposite directions until the tread-
ing has relessed the kernels, There is no
other method of threshing n in these
islands; and the fanning-mill is unkoown,
The straw is lifted off the eiras with wooden
forks and preserved for the food of donkeys
and Thena is hoisted to find
the direction of the wind, This done, men
and women, but more often women and girls,
standing st the side from whenoe comes the
wind, throw the graio and chaff into the sir,
and the chaffis borne anhﬁcr is this
dooe as if the fair workers kuew the mean-
ing of labor.

Down there by the ses acres of linen made
from the native flax is scrud upon the flat
rocks, or drawn smoothly upen bright,
vrown beaches, It looks likea g:f:y camp.
Scores of women and children, headed,
barelegged and barebreasted, their gaily
colored clothing contrasting prettily wish
the olive of their fuces, wade into the sea
knfe-deep, fill their ewers or casks with the
flushing brive, and grecefully stroggling
back among the linens pour water upou the
whitening cloth, while lingi.ﬁ songs that
echo back from the elifand blend melodi-
ouely with the music of the waves along the
shore.

If anythine like energetic labor is ever
known in thehAm itis I.e.‘k this nmod p:&f the
year among the orange pickers an ers,
in getting this luscions fruitready for ship-
ment to the American and English markets.
Iach orange is wrapped in an odorous corn-
busk—yon can slways koow au Asorean
orange by this tngplng—ud the dexterity
with which even little children will pro-
ceed in this work among the picturesqe
crowds which comprise the orange-pickers,
is winsomely marvelons indeed.

N0 BURGLARS TO BE AFRAID OF.

The home-life of the Asorean peasant, if
not always a radiant one,never lacks cheeri-
ness, affection and simple content. He
knows no ather life better than his own and
is satisfied with what he has and gets to the
end of his days. The cottage or cabin or
hut is simply n squar? strocture buils of
lava rock thatehed with farse or tiles.

The windows and doors sre never closed,
for there are neither cold blasts nor robbers
to enter. The bare earth is the floor. He
requires no stove. His fireplace for cooking
is simply a slab, waist high in the wall, and
the smoke kindly takes care of itsell. Hin
mtrle food is meal-bread fast-day, feast-day
and five times s day. Eges, chickens and
gont's milk are almost withous valve, and
sali fish nod wine mre b luxuries, His
wife is dutiful, bis childran beantiful. As
the lowly go they are all cleanly, if the
chickens do perch in the loft, the pig insist
on domestic companionship. and his goats
choose the inside of the honse at night. He
lives glorionsly in his way without severe
effort. His wife and ehiliren are loyal and
never gadebouts. He is troe to hisraligion,
his home, his friends; and he is never too
old to love his guitar or mandolin, or to
join witk his wife in the innocent danees to
the numbers of his beloved isiand masie. If
he is ailing unto death the church comes to
him, searlet-robed and sll-sufficient, with its,
to him, saviog santimimo, and be passes to
his simple heaven from s heaven of every-
day content. To my dying day I shall re.
member him and his sea-girt lands, their
fruits and flowers, their scents and songs,
their lovely valley homes, their shepherds
lark-like pipings upon the heights, not as
something truly of this work-a-day world
but, as those things that poets’ fancies know
snd place in dreamful isles of pesce.
